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Occupied Germany: 


In the following Appendices “A”, “B” and “C” are summaries of com- 
municable disease cases and deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and 
case rates by Regierungsbezirk and Land for the week ended 19 April 
1947. Summarized in Appendix “D” is a report of Animal Diseases by 
Land for the half month period ended 15 April 1947, together with a 
comparison of the three immediately preceding periods. (Veterinary 
reports are submitted semi-monthly.) 


Communicable Diseases: 


For the second consecutive week there have been no new cases of 
typhus fever and for the fourth consecutive week there have been no 
cases of smallpox reported in the U.S. Zone. 


Diphtheria, scarlet fever, tuberculosis, whooping cough, gonorrhea 
and syphilis have increased in varying degrees during the past week. 
The incidence of diphtheria increased slightly in all Laender except 
Wuerttemberg-Baden. Scarlet fever increased in Bavaria, Hesse and 
U.S. Sector of Berlin. After two weeks during which the reported cases 
of tuberculosis of the lung and larynx were less than 800, there were 
1,011 reported during the current week with slight increases in all 
Laender but with the greatest percentage of increase occuring in the 
U.S. Sector of Berlin. Most of the increase in incidence of whooping 
cough occurred in Bavaria. Reported cases of gonorrhea and syphilis 
increased in all Laender with the exception of a decrease of gonorrhea 
in Bremen and a negligible decrease of syphilis in Hesse. There were no 


significant decreases in incidence of any of the communicable diseases.
